CIA Releases ‘Family Jewels’ 


Castro assassination plot, drug testing detailed in reports 


WAS H I N GTO N I The CIA released hundreds of 
pages of internal reports Tuesday on assas- 
sination plots, secret drug testing and spy- 
ing on Americans that triggered a scandal 
in the mid-1970s. 

The documents, known inside the CIA as the 
“familyjewels,” detail assassination plots against 
foreign leaders such as Fidel Castro, the testing 
of mind- altering drugs like LSD on unwitting 
citizens, wiretapping of U.S. journalists, spying 
on civil rights and anti-Vietnam War protest- Watergate ties: Bob Woodward details the CIA’s attempts to block his investigation I Today’s Post, A section 


ers, opening of mail between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union and China, and break-ins at the 
homes of ex- CIA employees and others. 

The 693 pages, mostly drawn from the 
memories of active CIA officers in 1973, 
were turned over at that time to three dif- 
ferent investigative panels — President Ford’s 
Rockefeller Commission, the Senate’s Church 
committee and the House’s Pike commit- 


tee. The panels spent years investigating and 
amplifying on these documents. And their 
public reports in the mid-1970s filled tens of 
thousands of pages. The scandal sullied the 
reputation of the intelligence community and 
led to new rules for the CIA, FBI and other 
spy agencies and new permanent commit- 
tees in Congress to oversee them. 

Spokesman George Little said the CIA 
is declassifying the documents as a way of 
demonstrating its accountability, (ap)

Anthony Weiner, D-N.Y., 
for the second year in a row added 
an amendment to a spending bill 
giving the National Park Service 
$1 million to study how to safely 
reopen the staircase to the statue’s

But compromise will 
be threatened this 
week by amendments 

WASHINGTON I The Senate resur- 
rected the immigration bill that 
could legalize millions of unlaw- 
ful immigrants Tuesday, but the 
delicate compromise still faces 
the same threats that derailed it 
earlier this month. 

The White House and Republi- 
can and Democratic architects of 
the bill hailed the crucial test vote 
that revived the legislation, and they 
predicted approval of the measure 
by week’s end. 

Their victory was fleeting, 
though, giving way just hours 
later to stalling tactics from GOP 
foes. Conservatives moved Tuesday 
evening to delay consideration of a 
package of amendments designed 
to pave the way for a final vote on 


the bill. 

That was just the first in a series 
of formidable obstacles lying in the 


bill’s path. The Senate is slated to 
consider 26 amendments, mostly 
from senators seeking to change 


key elements of the bill, that have 
the potential to either sap its sup- 
port or draw new backers. 

After that, the legislation must 
overcome another make-or-break 
vote as early as Thursday. And there 
is no guarantee that it will ultimate- 
ly attract enough support to pass. 

President Bush and his team 
were working intensely to rally 
support for the measure. 

“It’s a careful compromise,” the 
president told business leaders and 
representatives of religious, Hispan- 
ic and agricultural communities. 
“In a good piece of legislation like 
this, and a difficult piece of legis- 
lation like this, one side doesn’t get 
everything they want.” 

Tuesday’s vote suggested that key 
senators and White House officials 
had succeeded — at least for now 
— in bargaining with skeptical law- 
makers for a second chance to pass

Democrats Target Cheney’s Funding 


Vice president says his 
office is exempt from 
security requirements 

WASHINGTON I House Democrats, 
responding to Vice President Dick 
Cheney’s assertion that his office is 
exempt from certain U.S. national 
security disclosure requirements, 
said Tuesday they will try to strip 
some of his funding.

A Cheney spokeswoman said 
the Democrats were just playing 
politics. 

The proposal could come up 
Thursday as an amendment to an 
annual spending bill, said House 
Majority Leader Steny Hoyer, a 
Democrat. 

Cheney set off protests from 
Democrats when he declared that 
his office was exempt from sections 
of a presidential order that executive 


branch offices provide data about 
how much material they classify 
and declassify. 

The White House said the order 
was not intended to treat either the 
president’s or the vice president’s 
office as an executive branch “agen- 
cy.” Only Cheney’s office, however, 
has declined to comply with the 
order’s requirements. 

“Now, do I think that they’ve 
been handling intelligence with 
due care and respect? Yes, you 
bet,” said White House spokes- 
man Tony Snow, (ap)

Police: Benoit Killed Family 


Authorities say pro 
wrestler killed wife 
and son, then himself 

FAYETTEVILLE, GA. | Pro wrestler 
Chris Benoit strangled his wife, 
suffocated his 7-year- old son and 
placed a Bible next to their bodies 
before hanging himself with the 
pulley of a weightlifting machine, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

Investigators found prescription 
anabolic steroids in the house and 
want to know whether the muscle 
man was unhinged by the drugs, 
which can cause paranoia, depres- 
sion and explosive outbursts known 
as “roid rage.” 

Authorities offered no motive 
for the killings of Nancy and Dan-

iel Benoit, which were spread out 
over a weekend, and would not dis- 
cuss Chris Benoit’s motive or state 
of mind. 

“I’m baffled about why anybody 
would kill a 7-year- old,” District 
Attorney Scott Ballard said. “I 


don’t think we’ll ever be able wrap 
our head around that.” 

The prosecutor said he found it 
“bizarre” that the WWE wrestling 
star spread out the killings over a 
weekend and appeared to remain 
in the house for up to a day with 
the bodies. 

Toxicology test results may 
not be available for weeks or even 
months, he said. As for whether ste- 
roids played a role in the crime, he 
said: “We don’t know yet. That’s one 
of the things we’ll be looking at.” 

Jimmy Baswell, who was Ben- 
oit’s driver for more than five years, 
placed a white wreath at the Ben- 
oits’ gate. 

“They always seemed like they 
were the happiest people,” he said.

Calif. Fire Forces More Evacuations 


Officials say there is 
no indication wildfire 
was set intentionally 

MEYERS, CALIF. I Firefighters try- 
ing to tame a raging wildfire near 
Lake Tahoe Tuesday suffered a set- 
back when the blaze jumped a fire- 
line near a densely populated area, 
forcing a new round of evacuations, 
authorities said. 

Firefighters were working to 


protect the Tallac Village devel- 
opment outside South Lake Tahoe 
when the blaze jumped their fire- 
line, prompting the evacuation of 
the entire subdivision. 

“It’s a fairly populated area,” 
said U.S. Forest Service spokes- 
man Tim Evans. “That certainly 
is not good news for our firefight- 
ing efforts here.” 

The flare-up is about three miles 
from where the fire started Sunday 
near the south end of Lake Tahoe. 


By Tuesday afternoon, the blaze 
had consumed more than 2,700 
acres and was about 40 percent 
contained, fire officials said. 

Investigators determined that 
the fire began near Seneca Pond, 
an area popular with runners and 
teenagers. Authorities have said they 
believe the fire was caused by some 
kind of human activity, but U.S. For- 
est Service officials said there was 
no indication it was intentionally

2 GOP lawmakers say

WASHINGTON I Sen. George Voinov- 
ich said Tuesday the U.S. should 
begin pulling troops out of Iraq, 
joining Richard Lugar as the sec- 
ond Republican 
lawmaker in as 
many days to 
suggest President 
Bush’s war strat- 
egy is failing. 

He said the

After the Fourth of July recess, 
“you’ll be hearing a number of state- 
ments from other [Republican] col- 
leagues,” predicted Sen. John War- 
ner, R-Va., a longtime skeptic of the

LONDON 

Heavy Rains Leave 3 Dead; 
Leaking Reservoir Stirs Fear 

Residents across England were mop- 
ping up Tuesday after flash floods 
killed three people and forced hun- 
dreds from their homes. Rainstorms 
that had battered the country eased, 
but authorities warned of more dam- 
age amid fears a leaking reservoir 
could burst.

Afghan Women 
Face New Threats 


Female journalists 
targeted amid recent 
resurgence of Taliban 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Farida 
Nekzad began receiving menac- 
ing calls on her cell phone a half- 
hour after arriving at the funeral of 
a fellow female journalist assassi- 
nated by gunmen. 

‘“Daughter of America! We will 
kill you, just like we killed her,’” she 
quoted the man on the phone as say- 
ing as she stood near the maimed 
body of Zakia Zaki, the owner of a 
radio station north of Kabul. 

The lives of Afghan women and 
girls have improved vastly since 
the 2001 fall of the Taliban, which 
stripped women of most rights and 
made them virtual prisoners in their 
own houses. 

In cities and some rural areas, 
women can now go to school and 
work outside the home. But this 
month has seen a rising number of 
attempts to quash these advances 
with threats and violence. 

Manizha Naderi, director of the 
rights group Women for Afghan 
Women, believes the recent attacks 
reflect a Taliban resurgence and

spike in militant violence across 
the country. Afghan women in 
general, and journalists in partic- 
ular, are being targeted because of 
their high profiles. 

“They want to make news, and 
targeting the journalists is a way to 
make news,” Naderi said. 

Meanwhile, Nekzad has begun 
changing her work schedule each 
day so potential attackers cannot 
track her routine. She sleeps in a 
different room of her house every 
night. 

“We know that one day we 
will leave this world, but if you are 
informed that you will be killed, it 
is very, very bad. Every second kills 
you,” she said, alisa tang (ap)

Gear Shift in Gas Guzzling 


Europe has higher fuel 
eosts and tiny cars; Can 
the U.S. follow suit? 

Whether by presidential order or by 
congressional mandate, carmakers 
in the foreseeable future will like- 
ly have to build fleets that average 
about 35 miles per gallon. But what 
kinds of cars and trucks will gaso- 
line-guzzling Americans drive to 
achieve that average? 

The answer would seem to lie in 
Europe, where fuel prices are roughly 
double U.S. levels amid heavy taxa- 
tion, and more than half of the vehi- 
cles bought have diesel-powered 
engines. Vehicles in Europe meet 
the magic average of 35 mpg. 

But the European model is not 
likely to work easily in the U.S. For

one thing, many cars in Europe are 
far less powerful than the vehicles 
Americans have come to expect. 

In the US., about 70 percent of 
car and truck sales sport six- or eight- 
cylinder engines. In Europe, 89 per- 
cent of vehicles sold have a four-cyl- 
inder or smaller engine, according to 
the Alliance for Automobile Manu- 
facturers, representing nine auto- 


makers from three continents. 

A significantly higher gasoline 
tax is politically untenable in the 
US., so lawmakers are poised to reg- 
ulate the auto industry instead. The 
upshot for U.S. consumers: Ameri- 
can showrooms could increasingly 
feature more small cars, gasoline - 
electric hybrids and diesels. But it 
could also mean smaller engines 
and decreased performance in big 
trucks, industry observers say. 

By 2020, federally mandated 
increases in fuel economy could 
increase market share for hybrids 
and diesels to 25 percent and 27 
percent, respectively, according 
to Global Insight, an automotive - 
research firm. Today, hybrids gamer 
about a 3 percent share and diesel

Kaine Wants Smoking Ban 


Va. governor says he 
will continue quest for 
smoke-free restaurants 

RICHMOND, VA. | Gov. Timothy M. 
Kaine said Tuesday that he will not 
give up his quest to ban smoking in 
Virginia restaurants. 

“I think momentum on this 
is very strong,” Kaine said on his 
monthly call-in radio show on 
WTOP in Washington. 

The General Assembly passed 
a bill last winter that would have 
required restaurants that allow 
smoking to post a “Smoking Per- 
mitted” sign at the entrance. How- 
ever, those restaurants no longer 
would have been required to offer 
a nonsmoking section. 

Kaine amended the bill to simply 
ban smoking in restaurants state- 


wide. The House of Delegates voted 
59-40 to reject the amendment, and 
Kaine vetoed the bill. 

“I expect it is an issue we’ll be 
bringing back,” Kaine said Tues- 
day. 

Richmond- 
based tobac- 
co giant Philip 
Morris USA said 
during the last 
legislative ses- 
sion that it could 
support legisla- 
tion restricting 
smoking to the bar area of restau- 
rants but that the overall ban pro- 
posed by Kaine went too far. 

The Virginia Retail Merchants 
Association also opposed the ban, 
saying business owners should 
have the right to determine their 
own smoking policies to the extent 



Kaine 


already allowed by the 1991 Virginia 
Clean Indoor Air Act. 

However, Kaine said “we 
know a lot more about the effects 
of secondhand smoke” than ever 
before. 

“It’s something that’s going to 
happen at some point fairly soon,” 
Kaine said. 

Kaine also responded to several 
questions about the steep fees that 
the state’s worst traffic scofflaws 
will have to pay starting July 1. 

The General Assembly approved 
the “abuser fees” to help raise 
money for highway projects. 

The harsh fees also are intended 
to encourage safe driving, Kaine 
said. 

“I don’t think the problem is that 
people don’t know how to drive,” he 
said. “It’s that they don’t follow the

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Teacher Gets Jail 
Time for Threats 


Sixth-grade educator 
sent notes referring to 
bombs to 5 students 

FREDERICK, MD. | A sixth-grade 
teacher was sentenced Tuesday 
to nine months in jail plus nine 
months of home detention for 
writing threatening notes to five 
students with messages such as, 
“Tick Took Tick Took. Is it a bomb 
or is it a clock?” 

Michelle J. Dohm, 42, of Thur- 
mont, didn’t acknowledge guilt or 
remorse during the hearing but 
expressed sympathy to the vic- 
tims’ families. 

Dohm was convicted by a judge 
in April after agreeing to a state- 
ment of facts that included hand- 
writing analysis and a microscop- 
ic comparison of fibers in postage 
stamps. 

Frederick County State’s Attor- 
ney J. Charles Smith said a mental 
health assessment had concluded 
that Dohm, a married mother of 
two, has a personality dysfunction. 
He said prosecutors theorized that 
she wrote the notes so she could get 
attention by offering sympathy and

comfort to the victims’ families. 

“She would run to the rescue or 
provide offers of help or assistance 
to the victims’ families, all the while 
being the person who created the 
controversy,” Smith said. 

Dohm contended in a Decem- 
ber 2005 interview that the notes’ 
author may have been someone who 
was jealous of the attention show- 
ered on a local Little League all- 
star team in the summer of 2005. 
Four of the victims were members 
of the team (ap)

The Faeroe Islands’ 
magic stirs images of 
Tolkien’s Middle Earth 

FANTASY ISLANDS I It’s just after 
9 p.m. when the magic begins. 

The late-setting sun breaks 
through purple rain clouds to drape 
the rugged island of Eysturoy in a 
golden shimmer. A perfect rainbow 
arches over the Slaettaratindur 
mountain. Offshore, a wild ocean 
launches ferocious swells against the 
Giant and the Witch, two spectacu- 
lar rock pillars that protrude from 
the surf like craggy teeth. 

All that’s missing from the sto- 
rybook setting is a band of ores or 
goblins crawling out from behind 
a rock, or a pipe -smoking hobbit 
emerging from one of the turf- 
roofed houses. 

The “Lord of the Rings” anal- 
ogy is never far away in the Faeroe 
Islands, a barren and windswept 


archipelago whose volcanic peaks 
shoot out of the Atlantic Ocean half- 
way between Iceland and Norway. 
Local legend even claims the ring 


of power is hidden here. 

Although easily accessible by 
plane from Britain or Scandina- 
via, the Faeroe Islands are remote 


enough to be spared mass tourism 
for now. You run into more sheep 
than people once you venture out- 
side the sedate capital, Torshavn. 

While hiking on mountain trails 
is a must, the best way to get around 
the Faeroe Islands is by car. Mod- 
ern roads and tunnels connect the 
main islands of Vagar, Streymoy, 
Eysturoy and Bordoy. Ferries run 
between most of the other islands. 
Weather permitting — as everything 
here is — you can even get around 
by helicopter. 

From the air, you get a full 
appreciation ofhow lonely these 18 
islands are. Tiny villages with col- 
orful wooden houses are clustered 
around the shores, but the inside of 
the islands is desolate. 

The rule is to dress in warm, 
waterproof clothing, especially if 
you’re out hiking. A clear blue sky 
can turn into a hailstorm within 
minutes — and don’t think you’ll

This five-door SUV already has 
done better than the Terraza in fed- 
eral government crash tests, rack- 
ing up across-the-board, five-out- 
of-five- stars ratings for frontal and 
side crash protection.

Harry has a human 
side — he’s flawed, 
and he likes the ladies 

SMOOCHESI Storm clouds are gather- 
ing over the world’s most famous vAz- 
ard in “Harry Potter and the Order 
of the Phoenix,” the fifth film to be 
adapted from J.K. Rowling’s magi- 
cal saga. 

Daniel Radcliffe’s teenage Harry 


has acquired stubble on his chin and 
angst in his soul, facing a sense of 
isolation, a showdown with his evil 
nemesis. Lord Voldemort, and — just 
as scary — his first screen kiss. 

“He is very troubled,” Radcliffe, 17, 
told the Associated Press recently, a 
few weeks ahead of the film’s open- 
ing. “He’s troubled by the fact that 
he doesn’t think anybody is believ- 
ing in him, his friends don’t seem to 
understand him ... He lets that out in 


various ways. He lashes out.” 

“Order of the Phoenix,” which 
opens in the United States July 11 and 
Britain the next day, is directed by 
David Yates, a Briton best known for 
the multilayered TV thrillers “State 
of Play” and “Sex Traffic.” 

Yates brings a touch of grittiness 
to Hogwarts School of Witchcraft 
and Wizardry, which as the film 
opens is undergoing a creeping 
takeover by the bureaucratic Min- 


istry of Magic and its emissary, the 
deceptively rosy Defense Against the 
Dark Arts teacher Dolores Umbridge 
(Imelda Staunton). 

That, combined ivith nightmares 
that link Harry ever more closely to 
the dastardly Voldemort, bring a 
sense of impending doom to the 
wizarding world as Rowling’s saga 
takes a turn for the darker. 

Yates said his goal was “to intro- 
duce a real sense of emotional and 
spiritual angst and danger. The series 
is ready for that.” 

The result, Radcliffe says, is a 
more mature and complex Harry 
Potter — a hero with magic powers 
but human frailties. 

“It’s nice to know that he’s real and 
he experiences real anger and rage 
and frustration and loneliness,” Rad- 
cliffe said. “That’s what makes him a 
proper hero as opposed to the Super- 
man, perfect- at- everything sort of 
hero. Harry’s a genuine hero because 
he’s flawed.” 

Apart from the angst, it’s Har- 
ry’s first kiss ivith fellow student Cho 
Chang (Katie Leung) that ivill likely 
attract attention from moviegoers. 

Radcliffe — who earlier this 
year appeared nude onstage in the 
play “Equus” in London’s West End 
— admitted to some trepidation 
about the kiss. 

“I was a bit nervous about doing 
it because I’ve known the crew and 
everyone for so long,” he said. “But 
it was Katie, and we were both very 
professional about it. 

“This isn’t a particularly sexy or 
exciting kiss — it’s very sweet and 
very clumsy, like all first kisses are.”

Way to Pull It Together, 


Ryan Adams’ ‘Easy 
Tiger’ recaptures his 
early fluidity and tone 

MUSIC I The title of Ryan Adams’ 
ninth album draws on a famil- 
iar retort meant to slow someone 
down. The notoriously hyperactive 
Adams seems to have heeded the 
advice: The 13 new songs show an 
attention to detail his albums have 
lacked in recent years. 

Maybe it’s because he’s newly 


sober; maybe it’s because he took 
time to finish songs instead of try- 
ing to prove how frequently he could 
write and record new work. What- 
ever the reason, “Easy Tiger” final- 
ly capitalizes on the promise that 
made Adams such a cause celebre 
when he released his first two solo 
albums, 2000’s “Heartbreaker” and 
200Ts“Gold.”

A band out of Boston 
dusts off and tries for 
another bout of fame 

ROUND TWO I If the Click Five had 
sold more copies of its debut album, 
the band might be in an even trick- 
ier position than it is now. Modest 
sales, Atlantic Records head of 
A&R Andy Karp said, are precise- 
ly what enabled the Click Five to 
survive the departure of original 
lead singer Eric Dill, who left the 
Boston-based power-pop act last 
year during preproduction for the 
follow-up to 2005’s “Greetings From 
Imrie House.” 

“The band had achieved a good 
deal of success,” Karp said, pointing 


to “Imrie House” sales of 333,000 
copies, according to Nielsen Sound- 
Scan. “But they hadn’t really become 
a household name” by the time Dill 
exited to pursue a solo career. “That 
allowed us to make the change in 
a little bit of a vacuum. We weren’t 
at an ‘N Sync level, where if Justin 
Timberlake leaves, you don’t know 
what to do.” 

Bassist Ethan Mentzer says the 
Click Five knew exactly what to do: 
find a new front man. “We either 
had to deal with this or lose what 
we’d established,” he said. “And 
the four of us” — Mentzer, gui- 
tarist Joe Guese, keyboardist Ben 
Romans and drummer Joey Zehr 
— “really wanted to keep making 
music together.” 


Their talent search began (and 
ended) where the band was born, 
at Boston’s Berklee College of 
Music. “The guys are pretty con- 


nected to the Berklee scene,” Click 
Five manager Wayne Sharp said. 
Berklee music-business professor 
Jeff Dorenfeld recommended the 


group take a look at 20 -year- old 
Kyle Patrick. 

New lineup intact, the group set 
about finishing what has become 
“Modern Minds and Pastimes,” the 
Click Five’s sophomore disc, released 
June 26. During the two years since 
“Imrie House,” Mentzer says, he and 
his bandmates had written upward 
of 70 tunes. (One of them, “I Live 
for the Day” — co-written by Des- 
mond Child — ended up on Lind- 
say Lohan’s “A Little More Personal 
[Raw]”). Though it still adheres to 
the Click Five formula, according 
to Patrick, “Modern Minds” is a bit 
moodier than the debut. 

“They’re two years older now,” 
Sharp said. “They’ve been around 
the world and had relationships 
and been through a lot.” Patrick’s 
lower, raspier voice has also altered 
the band’s sound. “I’m not here to 
mimic anyone,” the singer said. 
“I’m here to do my own thing and 
make the songs new and fresh.”

After Switch, Logan Just All Right

THINGS AREN’T GOING WELL for Nook 
Logan. 

He began the season as the 
Washington Nationals’ switch-hit- 
ting center fielder, whose speed and 
bunting ability made the opposi- 
tion nervous. 

He is no longer that man. 

Logan now is essentially the 
club’s fifth outfielder, a right-hand- 
ed batter who abandoned switch- 
hitting when he was batting .239 in 
early June. He had always been a 
better hitter from his natural right 
side, and the idea had been percolat- 
ing in his mind and those of some 
team officials for sometime. 

“If I’m better right-handed 
against righties, then why not?” 
he said. “I don’t think it’s as tough 
as they make it out to be. I did it all 
my life. If I get some at-bats under 
my belt. I’ll be fine.” 

Over the previous three seasons. 


Logan batted .329 from the right side 
and .246 from the left. But in 14 at- 
bats since abandoning the left-hand- 
ed batter’s box, Logan has just one 
hit. His batting average had fallen 
to .212 entering play Tuesday. 

His plate appearances have 
become rarities. He’s started only 
twice since June 9, mostly relegat- 
ed to late -inning duties as a pinch 
hitter or a defensive replacement. 
Brandon Watson has been starting 
since his promotion from Triple -A 
last week. Ryan Langerhans has also 
seen more time than Logan, largely 
because he’s a left-handed hitter. 

Still, Logan is optimistic. He 
points out players who have flour- 
ished since abandoning switch-hit- 
ting — Wily Tavarez, for instance 
— and insists he could, too. 

“I still think I can hit better 
right-handed than left-handed,” 
he said. 


Back in the ATL 

Langerhans made a pinch-hitting 
appearance Monday in his first visit 
to Atlanta after being traded twice 
early in the season. The 27-year- old 
spent his first eight years of profes- 
sional baseball in the Braves orga- 
nization. 

Langerhans was hitting .068 
when he was dealt to Oakland in 
May, only to be traded four days later 
to Washington. He’s been better, but 
not much, for the Nationals. His 
overall average was just .171 enter- 
ing Tuesday’s play, with a .235 mark 
since arriving in Washington. 

Breaking Even 

The Nationals completed the inter- 
league play portion of their sched- 
ule with a 9-9 record, including a 
4-2 mark against the Baltimore 
Orioles. 

“It will develop into a rivalry at 
some point,” Nationals manager 
Manny Acta said.

Williams appeared on the brink 
of defeat, but came up with big first 
serves and baseline winners on cru- 
cial points to overcome Alla Kudry- 
avtseva 2-6, 6-3, 7-5 in nearly two 
hours on Court 2 — known as the 
“Graveyard of Champions” for its 


history of upsets. 

Williams was two points from 
defeat while serving at 5-4 down, 
30-30, in the final set. But the Rus- 
sian missed a backhand, and Wil- 
liams smacked a 119 mph service 
winner to hold. Williams then broke 
in the next game and served out the 
match at love. 


“I enjoy the battle,” Williams 
said. “I enjoy winning matches 
like this. This is what I do. If you 
want to be successful at anything, 
it doesn’t come easy.” 

Two other Wimbledon women’s 
champions had a much easier time in 
reaching the second round. Defend- 
ing champion Amelie Mauresmo 
beat Jamea Jackson of the United 
States 6-1, 6-3, while 2004 winner 
Maria Sharapova downed Chan 
Yung-jan of Taiwan 6-1, 7-5. 

In men’s play, second- seeded 
Rafael Nadal and former champi- 
on Lleyton Hewitt were among the 
winners, but Britain’s Tim Henman 
drew the loudest cheers by outlasting 
Carlos Moya 13-11 in the fifth set. 

Henman, who has a tradition 
of pulling out five- set victories at 
Wimbledon, has lost in the second 
round the last two years. The last 
British man to win the title at Wim- 
bledon was Fred Perry in 1936, but 
Henman has been closest to ending 
that streak in recent years. 

“This place is so special to me, 
and I’ve had so many experiences 
over the years. I always believe that 
good things are going to happen,” 
he said.

Lorena Ochoa is the No. 1 play- 
er in women’s golf, expanding her 
lead in the ranking by winning last 
week in a playoff.

China’s Yi Is ‘X-Factor’ in NBA Draft

AUTO RACING I Jeff Gordon and 
Jimmie Johnson were docked TOO 
points each Tuesday, and their crew 
chiefs were both fined $100,000 
and suspended for six races for vio- 
lations at Infineon Raceway. 

The two Hendrick Motorsports 
cars failed an initial inspection Fri- 
day in Sonoma, Calif, when NAS- 
CAR officials found unapproved 
modifications to the fenders on 
their Chevrolets. NASCAR refused 
to let either driver on the track the 
entire day, and neither was allowed 
to qualify. 

But the fenders were fixed, the 
cars passed inspection Saturday and 
were allowed to race Sunday. Gordon, 
the four-time series champion, fin- 
ished seventh while defending Nextel 
Cup champion Johnson was 17th. 

Gordon remains the Nextel 
Cup points leader after the deduc- 
tion, but his margin was cut to 171 
points over Denny Hamlin. Johnson 
dropped from third to fifth. 

There was no immediate word 
from Hendrick Motorsports on if it 
plans to appeal the penalties. Gor- 
don and Johnson are the most dom- 
inant drivers in NASCAR this sea- 
son — they’ve won four races each 
— and Hendrick has 10 victories

Yi. 

That’s Yi Jianlian, the 7-foot 
power forward who will be picked 
high in Thursday’s NBA draft. 

He’ll be the fourth Chinese to 
make the NBA, but will he have an 
impact like the Houston Rockets 
Yao Ming? Or will his stay be short, 
matching those of Wang Zhizhi and 
Mengke Bateer, who had modest 
NBA careers. 

Yi (pronounced Ee) is a mystery 
in an NBA draft in which Ameri- 
can college players Greg Oden and 
Kevin Durant are expected to go 1- 
2. Speculation has Yi going as high 
as No. 3, and most think he’ll be 
picked in the top 10. 

“Yi the X-factor in jackpot draft,” 
read a recent headline in the state - 
run China Daily newspaper. 

If Yi makes it big, it will be even 
easier for the NBA to make deep- 
er inroads into China, where bas- 
ketball is very popular. About 300 
million Chinese play the game, and 
NBA jerseys are a badge for teen- 
age boys, just as they are in the 
United States.

Riders in Colombia 
are devoted to a race 
that tests their limits 

It’s the most punishing cycling race 
you’ve never heard of. Stretching for 
15 days, the Vuelta a Colombia tra- 
verses the length, width and height 
of the mountainous landscape in 
this violence -wracked nation. 

Reaching altitudes hun- 
dreds of meters beyond anything 
found in the Tour de France, the 
race is a dramatic test of stami- 
na. The toughest stage includes a 
10,875-foot pass in which riders set- 
ting off in a lush, tropical valley must 
grind their way 13 miles up to the 
freezing, oxygen-starved Andean pla- 
teau before embarking on a treacher- 
ous descent back into the jungle. 

Besides the leg-numbing climbs, 
there are also stray mules to dodge 
and detours caused by mudslides. 
Leftist rebels also might hide in 
wait, though the only interrup- 
tion caused by the four- decade -old 
insurgency was a three -hour delay 
in 1962 when a platoon of rebels was 
spotted near the course. 

With a relatively meager first- 
place prize of $10,000, the race has 


been all but shunned by the sport’s 
top European and American rid- 
ers. Instead, it’s become a show- 
case for the unique brand of hard- 
ened riders known in Colombia as 
Los Escarabajos — the Beetles — 
for the determination with which 
they haul themselves up almost any 
mountain. 

The beetles hail from peasant 
families in the heavily Indian, 
mountainous regions of Colombia. 
Ironically, their gaunt, stringy phy- 
sique — often the result of poorly 
nourished upbringings — are 
a source of their aerodynamic 
strength in the saddle. 

True to their modest roots, the 
beetles have created a niche for 
themselves as climbing specialists 
among Europe’s premiere pedal- 
ing squads, acting as pacesetters 
for star teammates. 

“They’re like moths drawn to 
light — no amount of logical rea- 
soning can explain how or why 
they do it,” said Matt Rendell, an 
English author of “Kings of the 
Mountains,” which chronicles the 
travails endured by Colombia’s 
cycling heroes. 

As difficult as completing the 
Tour of Columbia maybe, for many, 
just making it to the starting line 
is a steep challenge.

potatoes near his peasant fami- 
ly’s home outside Bogota. Other 
racers sell raffle tickets to pay the 


nominal entry fee. Almost all take 
their bikes to church to be blessed 
before the tour. 

“My goal is just to finish the 
race,” said Benavides. 

Part of the race’s allure is its 
rich tradition. Nowhere else in 
Latin America does cycling fig- 
ure so prominently in the national 
culture. 

In the 1950s and ’60s, winners 
were feted like superstars — with 
one, Ramon Hoyos, immortalized in 
1955 in a series of chronicles written 
by Gabriel Garcia Marquez. 


The fame associated with the 
tour’s early years has been eroded 
by the popularity of soccer, auto rac- 
ing and other sports. But live radio 
broadcasts still saturate airwaves 
nationwide, and entire villages 
cheer on the passing peloton. 

Juan Pablo Forero, who won 
three stages at last year’s Tour of 
Colombia, said he turned down an 
offer to race for a Belgian team in 
order to compete at home. 

“For any racer in Colombia, there’s 
no greater achievement than the

Youngstown thinks 
the key to progress is 
giving up on growth 

The panoramic view from the front 
steps of Loretta Bares’ modest hill- 
side home says a lot about the old, 
industrial city of Youngstown, 
Ohio. 

The houses, generally well kept, 
are a testament to a time when steel 
jobs were abundant. But two aban- 
doned houses reveal her neighbor- 
hood’s sad reality — advancing 
urban decay and population decline, 
tied to jobs that were never replaced. 
Nearby is Youngstown’s last remain- 
ing steel plant. 

For decades, the northeast Ohio 
city tried to stem the population 
slide. Then, city planners decid- 
ed to take a different approach — 
embrace being smaller and clear 
away clutter. 

Millions of tax dollars are being 
spent to demolish vacant houses and 


buildings and open up green space 
— redefining the tough, blue-col- 
lar environment so that parks may 
grow, crime may drop and prop- 
erty values may rise, city officials 
hope. 

Youngstown stands out among 
the nation’s shrinking blue-collar 
cities in its newfound acceptance 
that it’s going to be smaller than

it once was, said Joe Schilling, an 
urban researcher and professor 
at Virginia Tech’s Metropolitan 
Institute. 

“American culture is one of 
largess, so it’s hard for any mayor 
to have to run for office and then 
say to the voters, T think we have 
to shrink our city.’ It sounds like

retreat,” he said. 

Hunter Morrison, director of 
the Center for Urban and Region- 
al Studies at Youngstown State Uni- 


versity, calls the move a big psycho- 
logical shift. 

“When I got here five years 
ago, everybody just talked about 


how their fathers made steel,” he 
said. “Now they’re talking about 
looking forward.” 

But getting smaller is a chal- 
lenge. 

“If Youngstown is not going to be 
the city that it was, some parts of the 
city have to be let go. It’s a difficult 
exercise to go through,” said Terry 
Schwarz, an administrator at the 
Cleveland Urban Design Collabor- 
ative, a Kent State University plan- 
ning institute. 

Jay Williams, the city’s 35- 
year-old mayor, said it took a 
long time for city planners to 
understand that the loss of sev- 
eral big steel plants along the 
Mahoning River isn’t necessar- 
ily all that bad. 

“This community has been look- 
ing in the rearview mirror, still 
mourning the loss of the industry 
that sort of defined who we were,” 
he said. 

Youngstown is wrestling with 
what to do with the new empty 
spaces. There has been talk of 
expanding parks, giving more 
space to an old cemetery and even 
agriculture. 

But what it mostly has in mind is 
to bring the supply and demand of 
housing back into balance. Less peo- 
ple living in Youngstown has made 
that possible, Williams said. 

“We’re not kicking anyone out,” 
he said. m.r. kropko (ap)

Frye enjoys another 
resurgence. And 
another. And another. 

One of Frye’s most famous boots is 
called the Harness. If you’re over 
40, you know the one, even if you 
don’t know you know. Rugged 
leather, squared toe, a simple 
belt around the ankle. It was , 
created in the 19th century " 
and became a huge fad in the 
late 1960s, but you needn’t go to 
a museum to see this boot today: 
It’s flying off the shelves of Nord- 
strom and Zappos. 

Keep your eyes peeled and you’ll 
see the Harness, the Engineer and 
other classic Frye boots on the 
streets of New York, London and 
Chicago this summer. In this, the 
40th anniversary of the Summer 
of Love, Frye boots are back like 
a blast from the past. And unlike 
other flash-in-the pan fashions, 
their comeback is a telling sign of 
the times.

After the heady rush of 
their 1970s popularity, Frye 
boots were left to their cowboy 
and motorcycle stalwarts for 
a quarter- century or so. Three 
years ago, actress Sarah Jessica 
Parker helped bring them back 
after being seen about town in 
a pair of Fryes — in screech- 
ing contrast to her Manolo- 
Blahnik TV persona on “Sex 
in the City.” 

Now, Fryes are back in 
force: the Campus boot, the 
19th-century design favored 
by pioneers and renamed in 
the 1970s to reflect its pop- 
ularity among college stu- 
dents; the Engineer; the 
Harness boot; the Cavalry. 
There are newer versions 
- such as a slouchy take 
on the Engineer, and 
a whole line of shoes 
as well, but it’s the 140- 
year-old styles that reso- 
nate.
